ASHINGTON, April 16.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] If there 
was anything more necessary 

to seal the doom of Chinese-exclusion 
legislation, it was supplied by a letter 
from Sir Chentung Liang Cheng, the 
Chinese Minister, to John Foord, sec- 


retary of the American-Asiatic Asso- 


ciation, just published with the bear- 
Ings on the Foster bill before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee. 
The letter attacks Representative Den- 
by of Michigan for a statement made 
before the committee, accusing Chinese 
officials of fraud in issuing section-6 
certificates to Chinese emigrants. 
Referring to the matter, Minister 
Cheng wrote: “I consider the intima- 
tion of Mr. Denby that, but for the 
vigilance of immigration officers, there 
would have been a traffic in bringing 
in illegal Chinese which would have 
enriched thousands of officials, and our 
country would have been overrun with 


„them, as if there had been no exclu- 


sion law, as an emanation from a fer- 
tile imagination, rather than ‘trust- 
worthy judgment founded on cold 
facts.” 


DENBY HITS BACK. 

In reply, Representative Denby to- 
day dictated the following: “My 
statements were based on facts and 
fair inferences. Every assertion can 
be easily proven. The Minister's state- 
ment is painfully, though, I hope, un- 
intentionally misleading. First, he 


„Says only 527 persons have received

ing the three years under review. The 
Immigration Bureau records show 
895 applicants for admission bearing 
certificates signed by Chinese officials. 
If the Minister admits the 368 certif- 


_| feates not reported to him were fraud- 


ulent, he becomes the best witness to 
prove my assertion. Of 1245 section-6 
certificates presented at American 
ports in the period mentioned, 895 
were issued in China. Of 277 ejec- 
tions in all, 246 bore certificates 
signed by Chinese officials, making 88 
per cent. of rejections vouched for by 
Chinese officials. Doesn't this look 
suspicious? 

“Nobody wants cordial relations be- 
tween China and the United States 
more than I, but this cannot be had 
by this country supinely and neediess- 


jly assuming all blame for the causes 
‘lof irritation existing.” 


EXCITED DISCUSSION. 

The government officials and Con- 
gressmen are excitedly discussing 
Cheng’s letter. The consensus of opin- 
ion is that it is a breach of diplomatic 
etiquette which would warrant the re- 
call of the Chinese Minister. Mr. Den- 
by says he has no personal feeling in 
the matter, but the California delega- 
tion proposes to take it up. Either 
Representative Hayes or Mr. Kahn 
will introduce resolutions calling for 
Chinese immigration figures, which 
they believe will prove their and Mr. 
Denby’s assertions that gross frauds 
are practiced with the connivance of 
the Chinese government and so-called 
“high-class” Chinese.

THE MINISTER'S CONTENTION.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Mr. Den- 
by stated to the House Committee on 
Foreign Atfairs, during the hearing on 
the Foster bill, that the fact that so 
many of these certificates were found 
to be fraudulent was pretty fair evi- 
dence of the fraud of the Chinese of- 
ficials. To this charge the Chinese 
Minister replied in a letter which has 
beey made part of the record in these 
hearings. During the three years he 
has been in charge of the legation here, 
the Minister says be has a record of 
every certificate that has been issued 
in the provinces of Kwang Tung or 
Fukien to Chinese subjects departing 
for the United States, the Philippines 
or Hawati: that the immigration from 
all other provinces is insignificant, 
and that 527 certificates represents the 
total number issued. However, he 
says the figures of the immigration 
for these three years show the total 
number of applicants for admission 
bearing certificates numbers 6500. The 
number bearing certificates from the 
Chinese government, he says, is but 8 
per cent. of the total number seeking 
admission. 

“Where did the 92 per cent. get their 
certificates?” he asks, and then pro- 
ceeds to answer the question by stat- 
ing that under the regulations of the 
Immigration Service, officials in the 
following cities and countries are per- 
mitted to issue these certificates: 
Vancouver, Victoria, New Westmin- 
ster, Ottawa, Cuba, German Protecto- 
rate of Kiachou, Guatemala, Hawaii, 
Hongkong, Japan, Hokadido, Formosa, 
Mexico, Philippine Islands, Portu- 
guese province of Macao, Society 


and Venezuela. 
WHO Is GUILTY? 

The Minister then comments as fol- 
lows: “None of these officers has been 
authorized by the Chinese government 
to issue required certificates, and 
none is subject to the | control of 
the Chinese government.

DENBY WANTS TO KNOW. 

Representative Denby is a member 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee, and 
made a statement in the course of 
which he says: 

“The Minister also says that there 
were 6590 admissions and rejections 
at San Francisco during the three 
years, and asks when the others got 
their certificates. Is it possibie that 
His Excellency does not know that 
most of those persons did not have to 
require any certificate from China or 
other foreign government? They were 
persons who were, or claimed to be, 


merchants, wives, mer- 
chants’ children, etc. Applicants with 
section-6 certificates numbered 1245, 
and those are the only ones with whom 
this statement deals, as they were the 
only ones who had certificates issued 
by foreign governments, Of these 1245 
certificates, 895 were issued in China 
and the balance by officials in other 
countries. The rejections were 277 in 
all, of whom 246 bore certificates is- 
sued by Chinese officials. More than 
88 per cent. of ali rejected certificates 
were therefore issued by Chinese of- 
ficials. 

“I do not believe there is any man 
in Congress more friendly to Chinese, 
or more eagerly anxious to see the re- 
lations on a permanently friendly ba- 
sis. This cannot be brought about, 
however, by the United States supinely 
and needlessly assuming all the blame 
for any causes of irritation that may 
exist. So far as I am concerned, I 
have not the slightest feeling. I have 
not taken personal offense.” :

NEW ORLEANS (La.) April 16.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch. Ernest B. 
Kruttschnitt, director of the Equitable, 
nephew of the Confederate Cabinet of- 
ficer, Judah P. Benjamin, chairman of 
the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee of Louisiana, and who twice re- 
fused to be Governor of Louisiana, 
died here today, and will be buried 
with impressive public services tomor- 
row. 
Kruttschnitt was 54 years old, a 
graduate of Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity and a veteran of the four- 
teenth-of-September battle, which over- 
threw the carpet-bag government in 
Louisiana. 

For many years, Kruttschnitt. with 
his partner, E. H. Farrar and former 
Senator Jonas, dominated the Louisi- 
ana bar. He was a trustee of Tulane 
University for thirteen years; presi- 
dent of the parish school board, and 
president of the State Constitutional 
Convention of 1898. Political leaders 
in the State knew him slated to suc- 
ceed Senator McEnery of Louisiana ix 
the Senate. 

His brother, Julius Kruttschnitt, 
vice-president of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, is believed to be in Colorado.

Opinions expressed here are conflict- 
ing. Venezuelans, as a rule, are reti- 
cent when questioned on the subject. 
They generally say that Gen. Castro 
is ill, and hesitate to give their opin- 
fon of his retirement from the Presi- 
dency. Passengers arriving here to- 
day from Venezuela say that the ac- 
‘tion of Gen. Castro in retiring from 
the Presidency in favor of Gen Gomez 
is not clearly understood in Venezuels. 
But the general opinion seems to be 
that his retirement is only temporary. 

Gen. Castro has gone one way, as a 
private citizen, unattended, and pay- 
ing the regular fare on the railway. 
His wife has gone another way, and the 
former President's sister arrived here 
today. 

The resignation of the Venezuela 
Cabinet is also causing speculation. 
The Ministers retired when Gen. Cas- 
tro gavé up the reins of power, but 
President Gomez has not appointed a 
new Cabinet, and therefore the old 
Ministers have retained their port- 
folios.

all vistage of Texas fever had been 
wiped out of the counties of Tulare, 
Kern, Fresno and Kings, and a large 
portion of San Luis Obispo county. 
He instructed the county officers to 
make maps of the counties, locati 
the ranches and designating the fo 
of the fever, so that careful records

‘The apparatus is fitted with a com- 
plete machine shop, blacksmithing de- 
partment, etc. It has a well-appointed 
galley, where food is prepared for the 
entire working crew; there are office 
room, a bunkhouse, etc. A force of 
thirty-five men is required to operate 
— dredger when it is working full 

ree, 

On the Naples work there will be 
continuous operation. Three eight- 
hour shifts will keep the huge thing of 
wood and steel spouting the earth from 
the bay’s bottom out onto the lands, 
which have been locked by 
to retain the accretions. 

Within thirty days, it is the 
first section of Naples—land built up 
by the transfer of part of the ocean 
bed—will be completed, and ready for 
the beginning of buildings. These are

MILES OF BULKHEADS. 


Within the present week the last of 
the extensive pile-driving contracts for 
the bulkheads will have been com- 
pleted.

Every 
eight feet they are reinforced by inch 
and a quarter iron rods, running back 
to a second line of piles eight feet from 
the bulkhead. A facing of 2-inch plank 
rests against this piling, and each plank 
is securely. bolted into place. Over the 
entire front surface of this wooden 
foundation will be a cement wall 
inches in thickness, reinforced with 
steel rods. This conerete work will 
reach to the bottom of the canal, mak- 
ing a solid concrete bulkhead fourteen 
feet high. 


Branching off from the bay proper 
will be the great semi-circular canal, 
to be known as the “Rivo Alto.” It will 
be 80 feet wide and one mile in length.

GREAT HUNT CLUB.

A. G. Park Would import Stand- 
ard-Bred English Fox Hounds and 
Make the Chase a Great Feature 
of Outdoor Pastimes—is a Great 
Hunter Himself. 


Before the summer wanes and Rey- 
nard has grown sleek and fat upon the 
polls of his nocturnal visits to hen 
roosts and the tluckless cottontail, 
there is to be organized in Los Angeles 
a hunt club the like of which can be 
equaled but not surpassed in the West. 
Reynard will not be the only sufferer 
when this organization sailies forth 
during the crisp autumn days, for his 
strongest rival, the coyote, will come 
in for his share of the running, as will 
Also the gray wolf of the dense wood- 
land along the rivers and mountains. 
Plans are now incubating for this 
club. A. G. Park, whose fame as a 
wolf, coyote, fox and bobcat hunter 
is well known to sportsmen along the 
Pacific Coast, is the prime mover. Mr. 
Park is an attorney, and also a writer 
for sporting journals on the chase and 
swift game hunting. He is an en- 
thusiastic sportaman, who indulges for 
pure sport and nothing else. His packs 
of wolf, fox and bobcat hounds num- 
ber famous for endurance and 
fighting qualities, and at different pe- 
riods these dogs have been the subject 


wolf hunting. 
Mr. Park owns a 
J. Sm the road 
leading from Lemoor to . 
and tying in close proximity to the 
dense bottoms of the Kern and Kings 
Rivers. Along these streams bobca 
coyotes and wolves abound, and it 
is an ideal spot for the sportsman. 
When not occupied with business. Mr. 
Park spends much time studying the 
habite and characteristics of the an- 
mais that find refuge in this fertile 
feeding ground and labyrinth of mat- 
ted cockelburs. 
It is Park's plan to interest 
men in the hunt club, and perfect an 
organization capable of importing the 
best fox hounds to Southern California. 
where they will be divided into packs 
and kept in kennels under the care of 
ex kennel masters.

The idea came to Park through 
the visit of Paul Morton: former Sec- 
retary of the Navy, to California some 
time ago. Morton had heatd of the 
Park packs and being an enthusiastic 
follower of the hounds, soon became 
interested in the narratives of large 
bands of coyotes, bobcats and foxes, 
and it was planned that a hunt should 
be held from the Park ranch. Bad 
weather prevented, im- 
the fact upon the minds of 
he would re- 
turn to California for a hunt at the 
first opportunity, and would also try 
to unde President Roosevelt to 


and spend a week on Kern River chas- 
ing coyotes and bobcats. 
At present there is no club of suf- 
t magnitude to offer hospitatity 
to huntsmen, and although there are 
several good packs of hounds, fox 
hunting has been carried on in a desul- 
tory manner only. 
Already a number of huntsmen have 
been approached on the subject of in- 
jJecting new life into this most exhii- 
arating of outdoor pastimes, ani it 
to bear fruit. It is the desire 
that all interested parties communicate 
with Mr. Park and the organization 
will go ahead to completion. 

Long ex with hounds has 

taught Mr. Park many thi regard- 
ing how to get the best out of a hunt- 
ing dog and to make him perform the 
duties requtred of him and at the same 
time gafeguard him from becoming 
spoiled through tackling the wrong 
game. The problem of sending wolf 
hounds against bobcats was solved a 
short time ago in the capture of a 
huge bobcat on Kings River. These 
animals are fleet enough and possess 
wonderful endurance and fighting pow- 
ers, but their mess is too great 
for their wily foe, who takes advan- 
tage of close-quarter fighting to wreak 
deadly vengeance. The mongrel fox 
hound appears to be a better dog for 
this purpose. He is a good trailer, 
and has gameness enough to tackle 
anything, but does so with caution. 
knowing full well what is stored away 
in the velvety paw of a bobcat. 
In taking dogs to the chase, Park 
always provides himself with antisep- 
ties, bandages and lotions to alleviate 
suffering in case a dog is mauled. He 
also takes along a spring wagon to 
which two — running horses are 
attached, and on the rear of the rig is 
a crate in which the dogs are trans- 
ported to the scene of action. This first 
method often saves the life of a valu- 
able dog. and the latter takes the 
pack to the hunting grounds fresh and 
eager for the chase. On the return 
red dogs find rest and comfort in the 
crate.

The bullet, in its passage, did no in- 
jury to the heart which it pierced, for 
the heart was broken before it en- 
tered; so bruised and broken that the 
leaden projectile came rather as a mes- 
senger of mercy and peace than as a 
messenger of death. A broken heart 
may continue to beat, but it is no more 
easily mended than a heart with a 
bullet-hole through it 

The man who lies in the morgue 
this morning came to Los Angeles less 
than six months ago, with high hopes 
and strong determination. He would 
make a cozy Iittie home for a dear lit- 
tle girl, “back East,” who loved him— 
who had spoken the magic word that 
has power to transmute a dead uni- 


verse into a realm of imperishable 
beauty and light and joy.

THE CITY'S MONEY-SHORTAGE. 
The monetary stringency at the 


: City Hall, while it may be uncomfort- 


able, causing conféiderable disappoint- 
ment and defeating certain commend- 
able aspirations, is just what was 
needed to bring both citizens and city 
Officials to their senses. 

It is fair to say that the people are 


as blameworthy as the City Fathers for 


the shortage of funds. The public has 
clamored for this and has insisted on 
that without pausing to consider how 
fast its own money was being spent. 
Taxpayers have not sought, strange to 
say, a management of municipal house- 
keeping along the same lines to which 
they adhere in the conduct of their 
own affairs. In the average house- 
hold or business some attention is 
given to the balance between income 
and outgo, but no heed has been paid 
to that in the raids made on the city 
treasury by importunate citizens who 
have demanded that their ward should 
have improvements and their section 
expenditures, regardless of the state of 


‘| the public cash box. 


The city’s officers are to be censured 
for lack of backbone to repel some of 
these invasions and for not keeping 
cioser tab on the municipal finances; 
they are to be criticised or the failure 
to make a public dollar buy as 
much as a private dollar; 
to one on the watch-tower, 
serving the constant and heedless 
mands of the sovereign people, it has 
been apparent that the aforesaid peo- 
ple have themselves to blame in large 
measure for the extravagance which 
has led to embarrassment. 

Now the only thing to do is to grin 
and bear it. The city cannot spend 
money that it has spent. There is only 
one way to retrench, and that is to re- 
trench. The best way to stop spend- 
ing money is to stop spending it. Ifa 
citizen, a sensible, clear-headed, well- 
intentioned citizen, should find himself 
in the city’s empty-purse predicament, 
what would he do? Would he add to bis 
expenses or trim them? Would he hire 
more servants, or get along with less? 
Would he buy another horse or two, or 
curtail his stable account? World he 
buy two or three new automobiles, or 
worry along with the oli one? Would 
he give a fat check to the Society for 
the Promulgation of Buzzfuzziem in 
Booriboolagah and be called a good 
fellow, or try to first pay up his over- 
due grocery bills? 

At the bottom of the failures of 
municipal government, so far as 
finances are concerned, is not so much 


dishonesty as the utter lack of that prises recognized that in point of 


old-fashioned virtue called “economy,” 
on the part of both the public and offi- 
cialdom. The notion seems to prevail 
that there is no need of practicing in 
city affairs that commonplace watch- 
fulness over the balance between in- 
come and expenditure which people 
maintain over their private accounts. 
Municipal affairs never, will be well 
managed until the popular mind can be 
disabused of the idea that by some 
hocus-pocus a city, unlike an indi- 
vidual, can spend more than it has, and 
still make both ends meet.

Per- 
adventure in our municipal life this 
severe lesson will be lasting. When 
the new fiscal year opens, let us begin 
by tutting the garment according to the 
cloth.

OWNING STREET AND NATAL. | 
Files of the London newspapers | 
show the strong indignation aroused, 
not only in South Africa, but through- 
out the self-governing colonies, by the 
attempt made on the part of the Lib- 
eral government to interfere with the 
administration of justice in Natal. 
The crisis, acute while it lasted, was a 
short-lived one; for within twenty- 
four hours of dispatching his cable- 
gram arresting the action of the law, 
the Colonial Secretary, Lord Elgin, 
found it advisable to announce to the 
House of Lords that he had acted on 
imperfect information, and his inter- 
vention in the matter was at an end. 
It was a complete climb-down for 
Accordingly the Natal ministers 
withdrew their resignations and re- 
sumed office, and without further delay 
the sentences pronounced on the na- 
tives found guilty of waylaying and 
assassinating police officers engaged in 
collecting the $5 poll tax were carried 
into effect. This display of firmness 
had the desired result, for there has 
deen no further trouble in the dis- 
turbed region, and the tax is now be- 
ing universally paid. It is claimed by 
those familiar with South African con- 
ditions that any show of clemency 
to the convicted murderers would 
have led to a general repudiation of 
the tax and therefore to a native up- 
rising on an extensive scale. 

But the incident will be memorable 
chiefly because it has shown the quick 
sensitiveness of the British colonies in 
resenting any infraction ot“ their 
erties. It was not only im South Af- 
rica that indignation meetings were 
held and vigorous press protests were 
penned. From Australia, New Zealand 
and Canada there came equally 
prompt and outspoken denunciation 
of the attempt made by the Colonial 
Office to interfere with the imernal 
administration of a self-governing 
colony. 

For one and all of these autonomous 


neiple their own rights were being 
led, and that without action on 
tueir part a precedent might have been 
established that would have led to 
grave future complications. The ad- 
ministration of justice by the local 
authorities is the very bed-rock on 
which free self-government is based. 
In the self-governing colonies the pre-
